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CITIZEN INTEREST 
IT IS GOOD that possibly more Ameri­ 
cans today are talk ing about presidential 
politics filiit about the weather. They have 
a sense of the highest importance as to the 
selection ot the next leader of the nation. 
This is reflected in record voter turnouts 
for presidential primaries. There is rising 
hope that America will do a great deal bet­ 
ter than 1948 when barely half the q ualified 
citizens fulfilled their duty as electors. 
Higher and higher taxes, lower and lower 
dollar values, disclosures of corruption in 
government, the fearsome and bewildering 
international situation which finds Ameri­ 
ca still unable to gain the initiative for 
world peace—all these are disturbing the 
citizen and causing him to look this way 
and that for the personality to lead the na­ 
tion out of its troubles and apprehensions. 
This is good so far as it goes, but it has 
the disq uieting implication that the citizen 
is leaning more heavily upon the govern­ 
ment which is in the way of becoming the 
most important factor in the citizen’s life. 
If that is true, the all-powerful state which 
our ancestors fled Europe to escape is just 
around the corner. 
It is to be hoped the greater citizen inter­ 
est in the presidency this year means a de­ 
sire for better government along tradition­ 
al lines which allows no one to get too much 
authority. Any citizen who is look ing for a 
president to build up that office into over­ 
whelming power is simply playing with 
■fire.

The grand jury is one of the fundamental 
I institutions of our land which every law- 
! abiding American respects. One function of 
the grand jury is to interrogate a citizen as 
to his conduct. The grand jury is really a 
mechanism to safeguard those who may 
be accused of crime by having them ap­ 
pear before their fellow-citizens, in ad­ 
vance of indictment or as a witness to pro- 
i vide data. 
An indictment is a formal accusation 
made under oath by a grand jury, which 
is usually composed of 23 members of 
whom at least 12 must concur. The fact 
that a man is called before a grand jury to 
give information does not mean that he is 
guilty of anything, but if a citizen refuses, 
for any reason, to respond to the call of a 
grand jury, public opinion tends to regard 
| him with suspicion. The assumption is that 
he is afraid to appear. 
That is now the position of 
W i l l i a m 
O’Dwyer, former Mayor of New York and 
presently our ambassador to Mexico. He 
was ask ed to appear before a grand jury 
in New York and he declined to come from 
Mexico for the purpose. The New 
Y or k 
County grand jury handed down the state­ 
ment: 
“The former mayor, we regret to con­ 
clude, was more concerned with the repu­ 
tation of his administration than its char­ 
acter.” 
The District Attorney of New York Coun­ 
ty made every effort to bring Mayor 
O'Dwver to New York , including an appeal 
to Dean Acheson of the State Department. 
The Secretary of State has ample author­ 
ity to instruct the former mayor to be in 
New York at any specified date, or any­ 
where else, for that matter. He does not 
have the authority to order his am bassa­ 
dor to Mexico or anybody to appear before 
a grand jury. However, he can place him 
in a geographical position where a s n b- 
poena can be served. He can also dismiss 
as ambassador for refusing to accept a 
subpoena. 
Dean Acheson, apart from being Secre­ 
tary ot State, is a lawyer and therefore un­ 
derstands the importance in our juridical 
system of the grand jury. His refusal to 
tak e any steps at the req uest of the New 
York County District Attorney cannot but 
give the impression that he 
u p hol d s 
O Dwyer in his refusal to appear before 
this grand jury. 
The ambassador to Mexico 
c ou l d not 
claim diplomatic immunity. While under 
international law, an ambassador is free 
from judicial procedure in the country to 
which he is assigned, under tjhe general ex­ 
traterritorial provisions governing diplo­ 
matic representatives, he does not enjoy 
such benefits within his own country. In the 
United States, an American diplomat en­ 
joys no extraterritorial benefits. 
Therefore, the record must stand that in 
a matter involving William O’Dwyer’s con­ 
duct while he was Mayor of New York , he 
avoided appearance before a grand jury 
and that the Secretary of State, 
D e a n 
Acheson, indirectly upheld such a rejection 
of the ordinary and usual processes of our 
courts.

DIET AND HEALTH 
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Some Modern Methods In Use 
To Equalize Length Of Bones

DEFORMITIES In hum an be­ 
ings result from m any causes. 
Certain diseases of the muscles, 
joints, nerves, tendons or bones 
bring deformities in their wak e. 
Scar tissue from disease is a fre ­ 
q uent cause of deformity. 
A short arm or leg, due to bones 
of uneq ual length, Is usually the 
result of a birth Injury or other 
Injury. It may also follow polio­ 
myelitis, or the bone Infection, 
osteomyelitis. 
A short arm can usually be dis­ 
guised fairly well by the right 
clothing. It need not cause any 
real disadvantage unless it is ex­ 
tremely short. 
A short leg, however, can pro­ 
duce 
a 
definite 
d isad vantage.! 
Until recently, with the perfec­ 
tion of modern anesthetics, a 
person with this deformity had 
to wear a high shoe, or use some 
other form of control. For adults, 
an operation was perfected In 
which the longer bone was usu­ 
ally shortened. 
The more Im portant search for 
m any years has been to find a 
m ethod of eq ualizing bones in 
children before the deformity Is 
too mark ed. 
We are now seeing some suc­ 
cess. We have found tha t a sym ­ 
pathectom y 
operation, 
cutting 


I certain nerves in the back , will 
decrease Hie growth of a bone on 
one side of the body. We have 
also found that break ing a bone 
can sometimes Increase its size 
when it heals. 
Metal or ivory screws can be 
planted In the shaft portion of a 
bone to Increase Its growth. Doc­ 
tors have also used staples of 
stainless steel to r e ta r d bone 
growth. These staples are in­ 
serted in the portion of the bone 
which controls growth, k nown as 
the epiphysis. 
By using methods to decrease 
growth in the normal bone and 
stimulate growth in the abnor­ 
mal one, doctors have been able 
to eq ualize the two legs. When 
staples are used, however, they 
may have to remain in place for 
at least two years. 
It is always a pleasure to ad ­ 
vise parents of new methods as 
they are perfected, w hen they can 
help prevent certain deformities 
In children.

These Days 


The grand jury is one of the fundam ental 
I institutions of our land which every law- 
' abiding A m erican respects. One function of 
the grand jury is to interrogate a citizen as 
to his conduct. The grand jury is really a 
m ech a n ism to safeguard those w ho m a y 
be accu sed of crim e by having them ap­ 
pear before their lellow -citizens, in ad­ 
vance of indictm ent or as a w itness to pro­ 
vide data. 
An indictm ent is a 
form al accu sation 
m ade under oath by a grand jury, which 
is usually com p osed of 23 m em b ers of 
whom at lea st 12 m ust concur. The 
fact 
that a m an is called before a grand jury to 
give inform ation does not m ean that he is 
guilty of anything, but if a citizen refuses, 
! for any reason, to respond to the call of a 
grand jury, public opinion tends to regard 
him with suspicion. The assum ption is that 
he is afraid to appear. 
That is now the position of W i l l i a m 
O’D w yer, form er M ayor of N ew York and 
presently our am bassad or to M exico. He 
w as asked to appear before a grand jury 
in N ew York and he declined to co m e from 
M exico for the purpose. The New Y o r k 
County grand jury handed down the sta te ­ 
ment: 
“The form er m ayor, we regret to con­ 
clude, w as m ore concerned with the repu­ 
tation of his adm inistration than its char­ 
acter.” 
, 
The District Attorney of N ew York Coun­ 
ty 
m ade 
ev ery 
effort 
to bring 
M ayor 
O'Dw yer to N ew York, including an appeal 
to Dean A cheson of the State D epartm ent. 
The Secretary of State has am ple author­ 
ity to instruct the form er m ayor to be in 
New York at any specified date, or an y­ 
where else, for that m atter. He does not 
have the authority to order his a m b a s sa ­ 
dor to M exico or a n y b o d y to appear before 
a grand jury. H ow ever, he can place him 
in a geographical position w here a 
s u b ­ 
poena can be served. He can also d ism iss 
as am b assad or for refusing to a ccep t a 
subpoena. 
Dean A cheson, apart from being S ecre­ 
tary ot State, is a law yer and therefore un­ 
derstands the im portance in our juridicial 
sy stem of the grand jury. His refusal to 
take any steps at the request of the N ew 
York County District A ttorney cannot but 
give the im pression that 
he 
u p h o l d s 
I O’D w yer in his refusal to appear before 
this grand jury. 
The am bassad or to M exico c o u l d not 
claim diplom atic im m unity. While under 
international law. an am b assad or is free 
from judicial procedure in the country to 
which he is assigned, under tjhe general e x ­ 
traterritorial provisions governing diplo­ 
m atic representatives, he does not enjoy 
such benefits within his own country. In the 
| United States, an A m erican diplom at en ­ 
joys no extraterritorial benefits. 
T heiefore. the record m ust stand that in 
a m atter involving W illiam O’D w v er’s con­ 
duct w hile he w as M ayor of N ew York, he 
avoided appearance before a grand 
jury 
and tfcat the Secretary of State, 
D e a n 
A cheson, indirectly upheld such a rejection 
of the ordinary and usual p rocesses of our 
courts.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Some Modern Methods In Use 
To Equalize Length Of Bones 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDREN, M D. 
DEFORMITIES In hum an be­ 
ings result from m any causes. 
C ertain diseases of the muscles, 
joint*, nerves, tendon* or bones 
bring deform ities in th eir wake. I 
Bear tissue from disease it a fre­ 
quent cause of deform ity. 
A short arm or leg, due to bones 
of unequal length, is usually th e 
result of a birth injury or other 
Injury. It m ay also follow polio­ 
m yelitis, or th e bone infection, 
osteom yelitis, 
A short arm can usually be dis- j 
guised fairly well by th e right 
clothing. It need not cause any 
real disadvantage unless it is ex­ 
trem ely short. 
A sh o rt leg, however, can p ro ­ 
duce 
a 
definite 
disadvantage. I 
U ntil recently, with the perfec­ 
tion of m odern anesthetics, a 
person w ith this deform ity had I 
to w ear a high shoe, or use some 
oth er form of control. For adults, 
an operation wa* perfected in 
which th e longer bone was usu- I 
ally shortened. 
T he m ore im p o rtan t search for 
m any years has been to find a 
m ethod of equalizing bones in 
children before the deform ity Is 
too m arked. 
We are now seeing some suc­ 
cess. W> have found th a t a sym ­ 
pathectom y 
operation, 
cutting 


[certain nerves in the back, will 
decrease tile growth of a bone on 
one side of the body. We have 
also found that breaking a bone 
can sometimes increase its size 
when it heals. 
Metal or ivory screws can be 
planted in the shaft portion of a 
bone to Increase it* growth Doc­ 
tors have also used staples of 
stainless steel to retard bone 
growth. These staples are in­ 
serted in the portion of the bone 
which control* growth, known a* 
the epiphysis. 
By using methods to decrease 
growth in the normal bone and 
stimulate growth in the abnor­ 
mal one, doctors have been able 
to equalize the two legs. When 
staples are used, however, they 
may have to remain in place for 
at least two years. 
It is always a pleasure to ad­ 
vise parents of new methods as 
they are perfected, when they can 
help prevent certain deformities 
In children. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. D : Can the liver ever bt re­ 
moved and the person live? 
Answer: Partial removal of tht 
liver may be carried out. How­ 
ever, if the entire liver is removed, 
it ie impossible for a person to 
live.

WASHINGTON, April 14 — 
Ohio has been allotted air space for 
59 television stations in a final dis­ 
tribution of TV channels across the 
vTimtry. 


The local allocation table was 


announced by the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission, ending 
the long freeze on new station 
grants. The final allotment for 
Ohio compares with 57 outlets 
tentatively proposed a year ago. 
The assignment Includes 13 chan­ 
nels in the very high frequencies 
(V I IK > now in general use, and 40 
channels in the ultra high frequen­ 
cies (U H F) which KCC' is opening 
up for commercial use for the first 
time, with seven outlets specifical­ 
ly reserved for non - commercial, 
educational telecasting.
